A student was found dead in 
his home Tuesday. 

Ron VanNimwegen, graduate 
student in wild- 
life biology, had 
seemingly been 
missing and the 
Riley County Po- 
lice Department 
was called to do 
a wellness check, 
said Capt. Hank 
Nelson of the Ri- 
ley County Police 
Department. 

The cause of 
death was not known at press time, 
but Nelson said foul play is not sus- 
pected. 

VanNimwegen came to K- State 
from Iowa State University, where 
he received his master's degree. He 
was expected to finish his disserta- 
tion in December. 

Jack Cully, associate profes- 
sor of biology and VanNimwegen's 
main professor, said he was a very 
good student and scientist. 

"He would have been a suc- 
cessful scientist," he said. 

Both the K-State Office of Stu- 
dent Life in Holton 102, and Uni- 
versity Counseling Services, Eng- 
lish/Counseling Services 232, are 
available to help those in need of 
support. 

Laurie Wesely, psychologist 
for Counseling Services, said any 
K-State student can receive coun- 
seling. Counseling Services is also 
available to talk to groups.

Violence causes students to cancel Mexico trips

Many traditional spring 
break trips to hot Mexican des- 
tinations like Cancun, Tijuana 
and Baja will take a sabbatical 
this year, moving to safer loca- 
tions after nearly 7,000 people 
have been violently killed in 
the last 15 months. 

There have been 1,000 mur- 
ders this year alone, according 



to a Tuesday ABC News arti- 
cle. 

Travel warnings were is- 
sued by the U.S. Department 
of State on Feb. 20, advising 
Americans traveling to Mexico 
to be mindful of increased dan- 
gers, mainly along the border. 

According to the travel ad- 
visory, "It is imperative that 
travelers understand the risks 
of travel to Mexico, how best 
to avoid dangerous situations. 



Common-sense precautions, 
such as visiting only legitimate 
business and tourist areas dur- 
ing daylight hours and avoiding 
areas where prostitution and 
drug dealing might occur, can 
help ensure that travel to Mexi- 
co is safe and enjoyable." 

The lower drinking age, 
warm weather and cheap ac- 
commodations help draw an 
estimated 100,000 students for 
travel to Mexico. 



Tara Marsh, travel con- 
sultant from Manhattan's Jade 
Travel, said her firm is up-to- 
date on travel advisories. She 
said avoiding border towns, us- 
ing common sense by traveling 
in groups, not traveling after 
dark and staying at resorts to 
proceeding with a trip to Mexi- 
co trip safe enough. 

"Resort areas are still safe,"

Shuttle system to end with parking garage completion

Nearly every day, students walking 
by the parking garage see workers doing 
everything they can to finish the behind- 
schedule project. The expected comple- 
tion of the parking garage will create 
nearly 1,400 parking spaces. 

These spaces will be the start of more 
on-campus parking but the end to the 
Parking Services shuttle. 



The shuttle service travels from Ed- 
wards Hall and Bramlage Coliseum to 
the K-State Student Union and the KSU 
Foundation Building, then back to the In- 
state Union and Edwards Hall. 

Students can either walk to one of 
the shuttle pick-up spots or drive. While 
the shuttle service itself is free, students 
wishing to park in one of the pick-up lots 
must still own a parking permit. 

The termination of the shuttle ser-

Information kiosk to highlight on-campus events

The southwest end of K-State, 
known for being the main entrance 
to campus, will also become a main 
advertiser of campus events to the 
general public with construction 
of the K-State Student Union 
Information Kiosk. The goal of the 
kiosk is to give the Union street 
presence and promote campus 
events. 

Bernard Pitts, assistant vice 
president and executive director 
of the Union, said the 4-by-10 foot 
double-sided LED screen will be 
similar to the Jumbotron at Snyder 
Family Stadium, just on a smaller 
scale. He said the screen will be 
located on the south stone wall 
of campus between Mid-Campus 
Drive and 17th Street, parallel to 
Anderson Avenue. 



Ebert and Mayo Design 
Group have designed a base for 
the screen that will match the 
Peine Gate as well as the wall the 
kiosk will be inserted into. 

Pitts also said the cost of con- 
struction and upkeep for the ki- 
osk will be paid for by several oth- 
er campus entities. This group of 
organizations will form a consor- 
tium that will set and control run 
time for advertisements on the 
screen. 

Members of the consortium 
will include the Union, K-State 
Alumni Association, Beach Mu- 
seum of Art, McCain Auditori- 
um, KSU Foundation and Office 
of Student Life. 

The consortium members will 
be given first rights to advertising 
and run time on the kiosk. Next, 
preference will be given to vari- 
ous service entities located with- 




in the Union that will pay an an- 
nual fee to have time on the kiosk. 
Pitts said other university organi- 
zations will be able to have time 
on the kiosk; however, they will 
have pay a fee for the time they 



use that is not yet determined by 
the consortium. 

"The kiosk communicates 
to our community that we are a

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Repeal of Peele's 
veto fails Thursday

The big debate at 
Thursday night's Student 
Governing Association 
meeting concerned Stu- 
dent Body President Lydia 
Peele's veto of a $1,500 al- 
location to the KSU Aiki- 
do Club. 

The allocation would 
have gone toward bringing 
two K- State alumni from 
Minnesota for an off-cam- 
pus event. The veto was 
appealed, but the appeal 
failed with a Senate vote 
of 11-36-4. 

Senators original- 
ly passed the bill on Feb. 
26 with a vote of 26-22- 
3. Peele vetoed the bill on 
Thursday, and it was ap- 
pealed during the meeting 
by Clinton Medovich, se- 
nior in political science. 

"We here have seen 
the dawning of an imperi- 
al leader," Medovich said. 
"Our president has vetoed 
this bill, charging that we 
must spend student money 
responsibly, yet this is not 
our statutes. 

"This is an issue of 
ethics, and we have al- 
ready voted conscientious- 
ly and passed this bill. This 
event, I believe, will bring 
a prestige to this Universi- 
ty that will last for a thou- 
sand years!" 

Senator Jessica 
Schultz, junior in politi- 
cal science, a proponent 
of the veto, pointed to the 
original bill. 

"$1,500 for an event 
that would benefit 15 stu- 
dents is simply too much," 
Schultz said. "I have no 
doubt that it would bring 
prestige to this group and 
possibly K-State, but we 
do not allocate funds on 
the basis of prestige. As a 
Senate, we are interested 
in the educational value of 
events." 

Peele defended her 
veto. 

"The president of the 
group told me that they 
expected a similar turn- 
out as last year's event, 
which included 30 people 
from the community and 
four to five students," she 



said. "Since then, their ex- 
pectations have fluctuat- 
ed as high as 20 students. 
$1,500 to bring two alum- 
ni to work with 20 stu- 
dents seems unreason- 
able." 

Peele stressed the 
"large amount allocat- 
ed" and the "low number 
of expected student atten- 
dance" in her veto mes- 
sage to senators. 

After the appeal 
failed, Senator Kyle Reyn- 
olds, sophomore in fi- 
nance, drafted a new bill 
for a $650 allocation to 
the club. 

Senator Ashley Ph- 
elon, senior in nutrition- 
al sciences and dietetics, 
moved that the Senate 
make an exception to its 
rules - called "special or- 
ders" - and bring the bill 
to the floor for a vote. 

Jessica Schultz debat- 
ed against the motion to 
move the bill to special or- 
ders. 

"It's not necessary as 
we fund groups on a reim- 
bursement basis," she said. 

"It seems excessive 
that a piece of legislation 
might be written, debat- 
ed and passed in less than 
15 minutes," Schultz said, 
noting the lack of prepara- 
tion given to the bill. 

Reynolds requited, 
claiming the bill was "in 
many ways an amendment 
to a bill which has already 
passed out of Senate." 

The vote to move the 
bill by special orders to a 
vote did not reach a two- 
thirds vote, in the opin- 
ion of Senate Chair Amy 
Schultz, junior in biology, 
and so the bill will be re- 
ferred back to the Alloca- 
tions Committee. 

However, this is not 
the end for the Aikido 
Club as the new alloca- 
tions bill will return to the 
Senate floor for a vote at 
the next SGA meeting. 

Senators did pass 
three allocations - $3,000 
to the Hispanic American 
Leadership Organization, 
$1,000 to the Students for 
Environmental Action, 
and $800 to Ecumenical 
Campus Ministries. 



3 K-State finalists compete for Truman Scholarship

For more than 30 years, the Har- 
ry S. Truman Scholarship has finan- 
cially awarded about 60 undergraduate 

students interested 

in pursuing gradu- 
ate studies and ca- 
reers in public ser- 
vice. The nationally 
competitive schol- 
arship, open to ju- 
niors, only allows 
four nominations 
per school. 

To be nominat- 
ed by K-State, stu- 
dents must enter 
an intense applica- 
tion process that includes a personal 
narrative, discussion of leadership and 
service participation as well as a policy 
proposal that could be implemented in 
the public sphere. 

K-State ranks as the leading public 
university in Truman scholars with 30 
winning candidates since the creation of 
the scholarship. This year, three K-State 
students - Bobby Gomez, senior in el- 
ementary education; Molly Hamm, se- 
nior in English literature and secondary 
education; and Dena Bunnel, senior in 
political science and agricultural com- 
munications and journalism - reached 
the final stage of the competition. They 
each participated in a day-long inter- 
view process March 2 and are eligible 
for this year's $30,000 scholarship.

Gomez said the interview process 
was a bonding experience between can- 
didates. Though interviews lasted 20 
minutes, finalists had to stay in case the 
committee wanted to ask more. 

Gomez' policy proposal focused 

on increasing teach- 

er retention in Kansas 
schools, particularly 
in rural and urban ar- 
eas. His policy would 
increase funding for 
more experienced 
teachers to mentor in- 
coming teachers, fur- 
thering the effective- 
ness of educators. 

"Research shows 
that teachers with the 
most experience have 
the most success," Gomez said. "The 
program is designed to provide support 
for rural areas." 

For graduate school, Gomez said 
he wants to attend the University of 
Massachusetts or Columbia University. 

Hamm said she worked intensive- 
ly with Jim Hohenbary, assistant dean 
for nationally competitive scholarships. 
Hamm said she spent a lot of time do- 
ing mock interviews, individual re- 
search and 15 drafts of her application 
to get to the final version. 

Hamm said she plans on working 
to improve education in the U.S., and 
she places importance on students be- 
coming more global in their approach 
to education. 

"I've always been passionate on

Hamm said. "I'm all about promoting 
public service to really make a differ- 
ence in the world." 

For graduate school, Hamm said 
she would like to attend Columbia Uni-

University. 

Bunnel said the 
very process of the 
application helped 
her get a better idea 
of her career goals. 

"The applica- 
tion included a lot of 
in-depth questions 
about career plans," 
Bunnel said. "It real- 
ly helped me get bet- 
ter direction and fo- 
cus on what I want to do." 

Bunnel said she didn't find the in- 
terview scary because her questions fo- 
cused specifically about her career plans 
in international agricultural develop- 
ment and extensions services in Kenya. 

"You don't see a lot of Kansas farm 
girls that want to venture out in interna- 
tional agriculture development," Bunnel 
said, "which makes what I want to do 
so unique." 

Bunnel said her field of study is an 
emerging field, which makes it broad- 
ly defined and flexible. She said Cor- 
nell University and Michigan State Uni- 
versity both have suitable graduate pro- 
grams to continue her studies.

Pack fewer items to have more stress-free trip

What do I bring? How many outfits? Are the golf clubs nec- 
essary? It's hard to anticipate what you'll need when you head 
off for spring break and even harder to make it fit into that tee- 
ny, tiny bag. 

Some advice: keep things minimal, no matter what. Keep 
this in mind as you start piling things in at the end of this week. 

FOR ANY TRIP: 

Don't pack an outfit for every day. 

Ladies, don't try to convince yourself that you're not going 
to go shopping on spring break. It's impossible. And no one in 
their right mind chooses the packed clothes over the new ones. 

"It's too hard for me to stay away from the shops," said Su- 
zanna Morin, freshman in English. "Now I just assume that I'll 
buy at least two outfits, so that cuts out a little bit of room in my 
suitcase."

Layering is in, and it's convenient. Mixing up a few tanks 
and wearing different colors underneath graphic tees is a great 
way to change-up an outfit without having to pack a ton of 
shirts. 

IF YOU'RE FLYING:

STUFF YOUR BAG: 

Rolling is out. Flat packing is the way to go. Don't fold your 
clothes in squares like mom, just make them as thin and flat as 
possible and pile them in. 

Chris Lemon, senior in modern languages, finance and pre- 
law, uses vacuum bags to get even more out of this packing tech- 
nique. 

"Without vacuum bags, I never would have been able to get 
all my clothes with me to Germany," he said. "I didn't wear all of 
them, but I had them." 

Flat packing also prevents all the wrinkles that usually come 
along with rolling your clothes, so you don't look like you slept 
in them when you put them on. 

AREA SPECIFIC: 

Just because you're going skiing doesn't mean you can't save 
space. Using the vacuum bags is a great way to stuff everything 
into a small bag, but you might have trouble locating a vacuum 
when you're packing to come home. If you don't have room for 
your massive ski coat in your bag, wear it on the plane or put it 
in the car. It's probably better to have it with you. 

If you're heading someplace warm, be realistic. You're go- 
ing to be on the beach all day, so a few suits, a couple cover-ups, 
maybe some outfits for the clubs and of course sunscreen, and 
you're set. 

If you're going to be a tourist, think about how much walk- 
ing you're going to be doing before you reach for the heels, flip- 
flops or moccasins. Your feet will thank you later. 

EXTRAS: 

Even though you think you're going to need three differ- 
ent books just in case you finish one, think again. You're going 
to have a lot more to do on spring break than read. That means 
you don't have to lug around your book bag. You won't do your 
homework. Make sure you only take what's necessary. 

By keeping things to a minimum, you'll be traveling with 
less stress, less stuff and just enough to enjoy your spring break.

Wildcats' poor shooting leads to Longhorn victory in Oklahoma

OKLAHOMA CITY - For the second straight 
year, the K-State men's basketball team has been 
bounced from the Big 12 Tournament in the first 
round. The 2008-09 campaign ended with a 61-58 
defeat at the hands of the Texas Longhorns. 

The Longhorns used highly efficient shooting 
from the field to hold off the Wildcats. Texas shot 

51.1 percent for the game while K-State shot only 

29.2 percent. 

"This was just a hard-fought game" head coach 
Frank Martin said. "We know Texas is a good defen- 
sive basketball team, but it's hard to win when you 
don't make shots." 

Despite the poor shooting, K-State (21-11, 9-7 
Big 12 Conference) was able to stay in the game be- 
cause of the team's defensive pressure. The Wild- 
cats forced 12 first-half turnovers, which led to 13 
points. 



But neither team was able to grab control of the 
game during the first half - the score was tied six 
times, and the lead changed hands seven different 
times. 

K-State took a 29-27 lead into halftime after 
Denis Clemente hit a 3-pointer on K-State's last pos- 
session of the half. 

"They're real physical, so they kind of knocked 
us off some screens," sophomore guard Jacob Pullen 
said. "We got good looks, but shots just didn't fall for 
us tonight." 

Texas came out after halftime and grabbed the 
lead away from the Wildcats on a Varez Ward layup. 
The Longhorns led the way for most of the second 
half, until there was just less than four minutes to 
play. 

With 3:50 left in the game, Pullen was fouled 
on a layup. After he made the free throw to cut the 
Longhorns' lead to 54-53, the Wildcats forced a turn- 
over on the next Texas possession, which led to a 
Clemente layup to swing the lead back into K-State's 



favor. 

But the Wildcats would not hold on to the lead 
for long. Texas' Dexter Pittman converted a three- 
point play with 1:11 left in the second half to give the 
Longhorns the lead for good. 

K-State had a chance to send the game into 
overtime, but a Clemente 3-pointer rimmed out as 
time expired. 

"We took open shots after open shots, and they 
just weren't going in," Martin said. "When you play a 
good team, your not going to get many easy opportu- 
nities and when we had those opportunities, we just 
didn't convert them today." 

Pittman, coming off a career-high 26 points on 
Wednesday, finished the game with 19 points and 20 
rebounds for the Longhorns. 

Pullen led the Wildcats with 21 points. Jamar 
Samuels and Clemente added 11 and 10 points, re- 
spectively. 

The Wildcats' postseason future will remain in 
limbo until Sunday night. 



K-State forces turnovers with defensive pressure, beats Colorado

OKLAHOMA CITY - The saying that 
good things always come in threes held 
true for the K-State women's basketball 
team as they defeated the Colorado Buffa- 
loes 68-51. 

"For an opening-round Big 12 tourna- 
ment game, we're extremely proud of this 
victory," head coach Deb Patterson said. 

"I thought our players were emotion- 
ally mature and their effort was strong to- 
day." 

Thursday's win was the third victory for 
K-State against the Buffaloes this season, 
all of which came by double-digit scoring 
margins. 

Colorado (11-18, 3-14 Big 12 Conference) 
started the game with a quick basket by 
senior center Kara Richards, but K-State 
answered by scoring eight consecutive 
points. From then on, the Wildcats never 
looked back. 

K-State (24-6, 10-6 Big 12) used defen- 
sive pressure to force the Buffaloes into 
11 first-half turnovers, which the Wild- 
cats converted into 10 points. K-State also 
dominated the glass in the first half out- 
rebounding Colorado 17-8. 

"We pride ourselves on staying funda- 
mental and executing and working on the 
small things," junior forward Ashley Sweat 



said. "And I think that's what has won us 
games this year and hopefully will win us 
more." 

The team's fundamentals allowed the 
Wildcats to take a 36-17 lead at halftime. 

After halftime, the Wildcats continued 
to pressure the Buffaloes and eventually 
pushed their lead to 22 points with 9:50 
left in the game. 

Colorado made a run but never came 
within 15 points of K-State. 

Brittany Spears, who had 23 points - but 
only four in the first half — led the Buffa- 
loes. 

"She is great inside and out," junior 
guard Kari Kincaid said. "She is an All-Big 
12 player and she showed it in the second 
half." 

Kara Richards also added 22 points for 
Colorado. 

The Wildcats were led by Sweat with 19 
points. Kincaid and Marlies Gipson each 
scored 14 points and Shalee Lehning had 
12 points. 

K-State advances to the quarterfinals to 
play No. 10 Texas A&M Aggies. 

"The first time around they definite- 
ly put a hurt on us," Patterson said. "They 
are playing as well as anyone in the league 
right now, and we'll have to play signifi- 
cantly different and better than we did the 
first time to give it a good shot."

Baseball team has next 1 1 games at home, takes on Bulldogs today

The K-State men's baseball team 
will return home today to begin an 11- 
game home stand, its longest of the sea- 
son. The games start against the Butler 
University Bulldogs (5-9). The Bulldogs 
come in on a nine-game skid, losing by 
more than three runs in eight of the nine 
games. 

Meanwhile, K-State (11-3) has won 
seven of its last eight, including a split of 
a two-game series against No. 5 ranked 
Arizona State this past week. 

The Wildcats were riding a seven-game 
winning streak heading into Wednesday 



when they fell 12-1 to the Sun Devils in 
Surprise, Ariz. The Wildcats left six run- 
ners in scoring position during a four- 
inning stretch, which proved to be the 
demise of the Cats. The ballgame was 
tightly contested at 3-1 for most of the 
game until the Sun Devils exploded for 
nine runs in the seventh and eighth in- 
nings to put the game away for good. 

Senior Lance Hoge received the loss 
on the evening, his first hiccup of what 
has been an outstanding season. In the 
game, which pushed Hoge's record to 
3-1, he gave up three runs on seven hits 
in 3.1 innings of work. The bullpen also 
faltered late, surrendering nine more 
runs to the Sun Devils. 



The trip to Surprise was not all bad 
for the Wildcats though, as they claimed 
victory Tuesday night with a 6-2 win. 
Junior ace A.J. Morris was brilliant and 
sophomore inh'elder Jason King contin- 
ued his monster season with three hits 
and five RBIs. 

The Wildcats still remain one of the 
top all-around clubs in the Big 12, rank- 
ing second in both team batting average 
and team earned run average. The Cats 
also rank first in team stolen bases by 
a margin of 20 more than second place 
Texas A&M. 

Individually, King leads the Big 12 
in RBIs with 23 and ranks in the top 
five in home runs (five) and total bas- 



es (41). Senior outfielder Dane Yelovich 
also ranks first in stolen bases with nine 
while sophomore inh'elder Carter Jurica 
sits in a tie for second with eight. 

On the mound, Morris paces the 
big 12 with four wins and has a dainty 
0.68 earned run average in 26.1 innings 
pitched this season. 

First pitch with the Bulldogs is sched- 
uled for 3 p.m. today at Tointon Fami- 
ly Stadium. A doubleheader is set to fol- 
low Saturday beginning at 12 p.m. The 
series will finish up Sunday; game time 
has recently been changed to 11 a.m. to 
accommodate travel schedules.

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English professor works to improve 1 st-year classroom experience

Gregory Eiselein uses his passion for literature to help im- 
prove the education that first-year students at K-State re- 
ceive. 

In the past few years, Eiselein said he became immersed in 
general education and education of first-year students. 

"I guess what I thought is that we treat our graduate stu- 
dents really well, and sometimes our first-year students are 
thrown into classes that are huge lectures, and sometimes 
they get the least-experienced teachers," Eiselein said. "I just 
became more interested in how we could make that first year 
one of the best experiences of their lives and help them get 
ready for the rest of their college career." 

Eiselein has been awarded the Coffman Chair for Univer- 
sity Distinguished Teaching Scholars, which is a top award 
for teaching excellence and also requires its recipient to pro- 
mote improvements in education. 

"If you win this award, which honors your teaching, [ad- 
ministrators] give you permission to promote the improve- 
ments in teaching and learning that you care about," Eiselein 
said. "I became interested in first-year students." 

As a Coffman Chair, Eiselein works on projects to improve 
the overall university education, like working with other pro- 
fessors on a pilot study of the first-year freshman seminar. 

"I think we can improve education of our first-year stu- 
dents by making it more challenging for them," Eiselein 
said. 

For the majority of his teaching career at K-State, Eiselein 
taught American literature and theory of studying literature. 

"I was especially interested in theories that say you should 
put literature in its cultural and historical context," Eiselein 
said. 

Eiselein teaches general education classes like Great 
Books and Bible as Literature. 

Great Books focuses on introducing freshman students to 
the most prominent works of world literature, like William 
Shakespeare's "Othello" and George Eliot's "Silas Marner." 

"The idea of the Great Books [course] is that these are 
super-famous books that have been read over the course 
of centuries," Eiselein said. "These are books that you can 
reread and get something new out of them each time. And 



they often deal with the most profound issues of human life: 
questions of good and evil, difficult ethical decisions, the 
ultimate reality of the cosmos." 

Eiselein graduated with degrees in history and English 
from the University of Idaho in 1987. He then pursued a 
graduate degree in English at the University of Iowa. 

As a doctoral student, Eiselein specialized in two primary 
areas of study: 19th-century American literature and histor- 
ical and cultural theories of literature. His thesis focused on 
humanitarianism during the American Civil War and litera- 
ture surrounding it. 

Eiselein's study of humanitarianism encompassed a wide 
range of people, from anti-slavery advocates to members of 
various relief organizations. Eiselein was interested in people 
like John Brown, Frederick Douglas, Walt Whitman and Lou- 
isa May Alcott and also the literature written about them. 

Initially, Eiselein started his intellectual pursuit with a 
study of Whitman and his poetry. Eiselein said at the begin- 
ning of the Civil War, Whitman spoke in favor of military ac- 
tion and expressed excitement about preserving the Union. 
Inspired by seeing young soldiers marching in parades, Whit- 
man glorified the Union's military effort. 

Eiselein further expanded his research interests to include 
other famous Civil War writers. 

For instance, he studied literary works by and the biog- 
raphy of Alcott, who also volunteered as a nurse during the 
Civil War. 

"I became interested in this girl who was at the intersec- 
tion of these important literary and intellectual events in the 
19th century," Eiselein said. 

Eiselein's most recent work, edited in conjunction with 
Anne K. Phillips, associate professor of English, is a new crit- 
ical edition of Alcott's "Little Women." 

Alcott's first version of "Little Women" was re-edited with 
slang and tomboyish qualities taken out of the book. Phillips 
and Eiselein examined the various copies, manuscripts and 
Alcott's letters and restored the book to its original version. 

Eiselein said his classes often require a substantial 
amount of reading and writing and incorporate challenging 
and thought-provoking discussion about world literary 
masterpieces. 

"These books are overwhelming, but that's why people 
come to college," Eiselein said.

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MEXICO | Students cancel trip based on info from travel advisory, planning to find safer location

Marsh said. "Just use precau- 
tions, and be aware of your sur- 
roundings." 

Marsh said students who 
want to consider other desti- 
nations that have similar costs 
and experiences should consid- 
er Jamaica or travel in the Unit- 
ed States, specifically California 
and Florida. 

Some students have even 
had summer trips to Mexico 
canceled because of travel warn- 
ings. 



Jenny Cole, senior in ele- 
mentary education, received 
word last week that a three- 
week K-State study-abroad trip 
to Chihuahua, Mexico, sched- 
uled in May was canceled as a 
result of border violence. 

"We were going to go to 
classrooms to teach English as 
a second language and live with 
host families," Cole said. "I'm 
disappointed ... probably, noth- 
ing would happen, but it is a 
possibility." 

Cole said her group is look- 
ing into substituting Guatemala 



as a safer place for a trip with an 
identical mission, just a safer lo- 
cation. 

"[Chihuahua] isn't a border 
town, but it's pretty close," Cole 
said. 

Colleges like the Universi- 
ty of Arizona in Tucson are spe- 
cifically asking students not to 
spend spring break in Mexico 
because of the risks. 

"We are in a state of unde- 
clared war on the southern bor- 
der," Rep. John Culberson, R-Tex- 
as, told Department of Home- 
land Security officials Tuesday. 



The travel advisory stated 
that the greatest increase in vio- 
lence has occurred near the U.S. 
border. 

According to the advisory, 
"Mexican and foreign bystand- 
ers have been injured or killed 
in violent attacks in cities across 
the country. In recent years doz- 
ens of U.S. citizens have been 
kidnapped across Mexico." 

In the ABC News article, 
Jayson Ahern, acting commis- 
sioner of U.S. Customs and Bor- 
der Protection, said there are a 
series of efforts to increase sur- 



veillance and unmanned aeri- 
al vehicles in the border region, 
attempting to "be more intelli- 
gence-driven." 

Much of the violence is a 
consequence of drug trafficking 
and drug cartels fighting over il- 
legal shipments of drugs into the 
United States. 

Whether students stay or go, 
there are many options for stu- 
dents to consider when planning 
their annual carousing. 

"For the price of Mexico, 
you really can't beat it," Marsh 
said.

place in the first place to re- 
place parking south of the 
Union," Leitnaker said. "We 
agreed that during construc- 
tion we would pay for and 
fund running the shuttle sys- 
tem." 

There are four shuttles 
that run from 7:45 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Leitnaker said he esti- 
mated 60-70 people make a 
round-trip ride each day per 
shuttle for a total of about 
250 round-trip rides . 

Darcey Ball, senior in 
education, said she lives in 
Jardine so the shuttle is con- 
venient for her to use. Ball 



said she "really wishes" 
Parking Services would keep 
the shuttle running even af- 
ter the garage is complet- 
ed, since she knows a lot of 
international students and 
people who live off campus 
who ride the shuttle . 

While the shuttle is fill- 
ing the needs of many stu- 
dents who are not able to 
park on campus during the 
construction, the service is 
extremely expensive to oper- 
ate, Leitnaker said. The shut- 
tle system costs $350,000 per 
year to operate. 

"We've got four shuttles, 
and if we were going to con- 
tinue, we would have to add 



to that number," he said. 

Leitnaker said the fund- 
ing used for the shuttles 
needs to go to paying back 
the bonds that were pur- 
chased for the construction 
of the garage. Payment of the 
bonds is close to $1 million 
per year. He said most of the 
funding comes from the sale 
of parking permits. Students 
who wish to park in the 
completed garage will still 
be required to have a park- 
ing pass, in addition to a Ra- 
dio-Frequency Identification 
device, which is similar to a 
Kansas Turnpike K-Tag. 

An RFID will be about 
$10 and will be scanned 



when students enter the ga- 
rage to keep track of how 
long they are parked there. 
The first 500 students in 
the garage each day will not 
have to pay the hourly rate 
of $1.50, but those who ar- 
rive after the first 500 will. 
The RFID will determine if 
the 500 spaces are filled. 

Ball said she under- 
stands about the funding, 
but is worried about what 
students will end up paying. 

"I would be frustrated 
if I paid for a pass and the 
[RFID], and I don't know if 
I would want to worry about 
the hourly rate when I was in 
class," she said. 



Other university cam- 
puses have a permanent bus 
or shuttle system in place. 
Leitnaker said if K-State ever 
looked into this, Parking 
Services would be out of the 
shuttle business, and the bus- 
es would be run by the city. 

In Manhattan, the Area 
Transportation Agency has 
shown interest in doing this 
after the campus shuttles 
are discontinued. When the 
city's population is official- 
ly recorded as more than 
50,000 people, there will be 
federal funding available to 
pay for transportation needs. 

Current campus shut- 
tle driver Travis Ternes said 



he started driving the shut- 
tle last semester but is not 
very worried about losing his 
job at the end of the garage 
construction because he also 
does parking maintenance. 

For many students, the 
completion of the garage 
could be bad news. Instead 
of having a reliable ride, stu- 
dents living off campus will 
have to hope they are one 
of the first cars in the park- 
ing garage each morning to 
avoid an hourly parking fee.

land-grant institution and as 
a land-grant institution, we 
provide services and pro- 
grams to support our com- 
munity," Pitts said. "This is 
a way to promote those ser- 
vices with the latest technol- 
ogy" 

Craig Johnson, assistant 
director of operations for the 
Union, said the kiosk's soft- 
ware will be able to import 
graphics, schedule specific 
dates for advertisements and 
give the kiosk a "great deal of 
flexibility" when setting up 
the advertisements. 

Todd Holmberg, 
executive director of McCain 
Auditorium, said being a 
member of the consortium 
will allow McCain to increase 
exposure to the community. 

"We applaud the other 
founding partners in the con- 
sortium for their shared sup- 



port, and we appreciate Ber- 
nard Pitts for his vision and 
for spearheading the project," 
Holmberg said. 

Tom Mahoney, K-State 
marketing sales manager of 
the Union, said the consor- 
tium was the only way a proj- 
ect like this could work. 

"One of the main goals 
of the K-State Student Union 
is not just to support campus 
but to reach out to the entire 
community, and a display 
board like this gives us this 
ability," Mahoney said. 

Pitts said other improve- 
ments to the Union also will 
be made, including adding a 
banner to the southwest cor- 
ner and creating a pedestrian 
mall similar to the Bosco Stu- 
dent Plaza beneath the pro- 
jected sky walk, which will 
be between the south end 
of the Union and the soon- 
to-be-completed parking ga- 
rage.
